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The  Overseas  Export  Promotion  Calendar  provides  a  fifteen  month  schedule 
of  events  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Commerce.  These  events  consist 
of  exhibitions  in  its  U.S.  Trade  Centers  and  in  international  trade  fairs* 
Trade  Missions,  Technical  Sales  Seminars  as  well  as  other  promotional  pro- 
motional activities  ("Glossary  of  Terms",  page  vi). 

The  Calendar  is  issued  quarterly  by  the  Office  of  International  Marketing 
and  disseminated  by  the  Office  of  Export  Development  of  the  Bureau  of 
International  Commerce.  The  schedule  also  includes  export  promotion  events 
programmed  by  both  the  Bureau  of  East-West  Trade  (BEWT)  and  the  Commerce 
Action  Group  for  the  Near  East  (CAGNE). 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  are  events  listed  in  the  Calendar  which  are 
scheduled  on  a  tentative  basis.  Information  regarding  the  current  status 
of  these  events  may  be  obtained  by  communicating  with  the  appropriate 
Country  Marketing  Manager  as  set  forth  in  the  telephone  directory  on  the 
back  cover.

7.  Foreign  Economic  Trend  Reports;   Annual  or  semiannual  reports  prepared  by  the 
U.S.  Foreign  Service  that  cover,  individually,  almost  every  country  in  the  world. 

8.  International  Marketing  Events;   Brief  market  summaries  in  support  of  trade  pro- 
motion events  organized  by  the  Office  of  International  Marketing.   Also,  detailed 
calendars  of  upcoming  events.

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GLOSSARY  OF  TERMS 


U.S.  Trade  Centers  -  Permanent  product  exhibit  facilities  in  selected  foreign 
cities  operated  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Trade  Center  Exhibitions  -  Scheduled  exhibitions  of  the  products  of  U.S.  manu- 
facturers in  the  U.S.  Trade  Centers  in  response  to  favorable  market  research. 

Trade  Center  Exhibitions  -  "Off  Site"  -  Exhibitions  managed  by  U.S.  Trade  Center 
staffs  outside  the  Trade  Center  facility.  Usually  these  events  are  in  conjunc- 
tion with  locally  organized  Commercial  Fairs. 

Trade  Center  Joint  Export  Establishment  Promotion  (JEEP)  -  A  small  Trade  Center 
exhibition  designed  solely  to  introduce  U.S.  companies  not  yet  established  in  the 
market. 

Commercial  and  Industrial  Fairs  -  Commerce  managed  exhibitions  in  selected 
markets  throughout  the  world.  Except  for  "Solo"  Commercial  Fairs,  these  events 
are  held  in  conjunction  with  established  international  Trade  Fairs  or  especially 
important  National  Trade  Fairs.   Fairs  of  limited  U.S.  participation  are  marked 
"(M)".   Fairs  in  which  the  theme  is  not  restricted  to  only  commercial  objectives 
are  marked  "(CPF)". 

"Solo"  Commercial  Fair  -  A  Commercial  Fair  organized  and  managed  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce  solely  for  the  exhibit  of  U.S.  company  products.   "Solo" 
Fairs  are  held  in  markets  where  market  research  indicates  a  good  opportunity  for 
the  sale  of  U.S.  products  but  where  other  suitable  exhibit  vehicles  are  not 
available. 

Trade  Missions  -  Organized  business  trips  by  groups  of  U.S.  businessmen  featuring 
U.S.  Government  sponsored  business  receptions  and  pre-planned  appointments  with 
specific  prospects  for  each  member's  products.   Specialized  Trade  Missions  (STM) 

are  organized,  managed,  and  led  by  staff  officers  selected  by  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Commerce.  Mission  organized,  managed,  and  led  by  Industry  Groups  with  U.S. 
Government  approval  and  support  are  designated  (ITM). 

Technical  Sales  Seminars  (TSS)  -  Events  with  the  features  of  Specialized  Trade 
Missions  with  the  addition  of  an  organized  formal  presentation  of  papers  by  the 
members  at  each  city  visited. 

Catalog  Events  (CE)  -  U.S.  government  organized  and  managed  display  of  U.S. 
company  product  catalogs  and  brochures  in  foreign  markets  in  selected  product 
categories. 

Target  Industries  (TIR)  -  Fifteen  industry  segments  which  have  been  selected  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  for  special  trade  promotion  emphasis. 

In-Store  Promotions  (ISP)  -  Marketing  events  for  U.S.  manufactured  consumer  goods 
held  by  retail  establishments  in  foreign  countries.
